MOBBED BY MASKED MEN. 


Strikers Take Possession of the Old Eagle 
Mine. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., December WB. —-About 4 
o’clock this morning seventy-five masked men 
putinan appearance at the Eagle mines of 
Brown & Co., near Monongahela City, and as 
the miners approached the mines they were 
halted and compelled to return to their homes 
under a heavy fire. The strikers seemed more 
desperate than upon any previous occasion. 
All were armed and at least twenty-five shots 
were fired. Superintendent Jones, of the old 
Eagle mines, says the strikers had evidently 
laid in wait the greater part of the night in the 
woods, near the mines, as they were not ob- 
served until they rushed down the hill side, 
firing their revolvers and guns. The work- 
men were frightened almost to death, and ran 
for their lives. None of them were shot, but 
a number were injured in their eagerness to 
escape. Two, whose names were not learned, 
jumped over a small penne and were quite 
seriously hurt. After all the miners were 
driven off, Superintendent Jones took charge, 
but he was also compelled to retreat under 
threats of bodily harm. At II o0’clock all was 
reported quiet, the strikers havi departed 
shortly after daylight. It is said that the 
working miners at the old Eagle pits will be 
supplied with arms to-day for future protec- 
tion. 

THE STRIKERS IN POSSESSION. 

A later dispatch says the strikers are still in 
possession of the mine. An attack with stones 
was also made on the homes of the miners 
and the windows in about twenty-five houses 


broken, No one was injured. 


The Situation at Bevier.

Michael 
Davitt, in the Pall Mall Gazette to-day, says 
that in Gladstone’s proposals is the basis for a 
scheme which will meet the wants of the Irish 
people on the one hand, while safeguarding 
the interests of the British Empire on the 
other.

He declares that the interest of the 
empire will be amply guarded by the veto 
power of the Crown, and says itis ridiculous 
to demand further guarantees from 5, 000, 000 
people who are less than four hours’ sail from 
one of the most powerful empires in the 
world, Why not demand guarantees from 
Jersey and the Isle of Man. With re- 
gard to religion, he says if guaran- 
tees are required to protect what 
WO NATIONALIST. DREAMS OF MOLESTING, 
there will not be the slightest reluctance to 
give the most ample ones. He adds: No one 
dreams, I presume, of attempting to perpetu- 
ate Irish landlordism. Its existence would be 
as impossible under the rule of an Irish par- 
liament as it is at present under the protection 
ofthe Imperial Parliament. He refuses to 
believe that Chamberlain and the British 
democracy will take a hostile attitude and 
saysin conclusion: ‘‘The three great Irish 
problems have been religion, land and na- 
tionality. Gladstone has settled the first, has 
twice attempted to solve the second and now 
approaches the third. The result will be 
either utter failure or finality.’’ 


Parnell’s Home Rule Policy. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, December 23.—It became known 
this morning that the Nationalist leaders have 
been engaged in drafting proposals for a bill 
creating home rule for Ireland, for introduc- 
tion into Parliament at the proper time. Mr. Par- 
nell found that the fact had leaked out ;hence his 
letter warning his party and ‘notifying all whom 
it might concern, thatin his opinion it would 
be unwise at present to formulate the demands 
of the party, and pointing out that the policy 
of the Nationalists is to await events. 
His object is to keep the English political 
leaders in a state of perplexity as 
to the real intentions of the Nationalists, and 
withhold information likely to be of service to 
them in drafting their Irish bills. He puts his 
foot down on the intended response to Mr. 
Gladstone’s request for a statement of the 
demands of Ireland. The position he takes 
is this: ‘‘If Mr. Gladstone thinks we are going 
to furnish him with ideas heis mistaken. We 
intend to keep our plans to ourselves and let 
Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salisbury grope in the 
dark for the right solution, and when the 
muddled situation develops into 
A HELPLESS DEADLOCK 
we shall step in with our bill. Mr. Parnell pro- 
poses to show whether Mr. Gladstone settles 
the Irish quéstion in the English Parliament or 
Lord Salisbury. It will be as instruments of 
the Nationalists. It is perfectly well known 
that the Queen approves the principle 
of home rule for Ireland, but there is no 
reason to believe that the sovereign is com- 
mitted to any ministerial scheme, The sub- 
ject will undoubtedly be mentioned in the 
Queen’s speech, Gladstone will challenge the 
government, and, if he defeats them, will take 
office and bring in his Irish bill. If the govern- 
ment should be sustained the ministerial 
bill will be brought in. Whenever the ministe- 
rial measure is introduced, whether it is Glad- 
stone’s or Salisbury’s, 
PARNELL’S OBVIOUS COURSE 
will be to decline to act as the adviser of either 
party and to offer the only effective constitu. 
tional solution in his power, namely, to ask 
leave to bring in a measure of his own throw- 
ing upon English parties the responsibility of 
rejecting it. The ministry will have to recog- 
nize the bill and deal with it in some way. It 
cannot be ignored like an ordinary pri- 
vate bill.

Comments of the New York Press on the Re 
cent Sharp Advance. f 

NRW YORK, December 23.—The recent change 
in the price of sterling exchange and the con- 
sequent shipment of gold to Europe is thus 
commented upon by the New York Herald: 
‘‘Among the reasons for the advance are the 
paralysis of grain and cotton exports and the 
advance of the bank rate of interest in Lon- 
don, and also the return of American railroad 
bonds, to some extent induced by apprehen- 
sions springing from the death of Mr. Vander- 
bilt; nor is it by any means clear that yester- 
day’s movement was not promoted by consid- 
erable 222 purchases of foreign ex- 
change for the direct purpose of disturbin 
the stock market. But underlying all o 
these, the mostefficient of the rise was the 
growing fear of the approach of a collapse of 
Our national currency to the 80-cent silver- 
dollar standard and the consequent haste of 
capitalists to seek investment sure to escape 
the shrinkage.’’

MOBBED BY MASKED MEN. 


Strikers Take Possession of the Old Eagle 
Mine. 
PITTsBURG, Pa., December B. — About 4 
o’clock this morning seventy-five masked men 
putinan appearance at the Eagle mines of 
Brown & Co., near Monongahela City, and as 
the miners approached the mines they were 
halted and compelled to return to their homes 
under a heavy fire. The strikers seemed more 
desperate than upon any previous occasion. 
All were armed and at least twenty-five shots 
were fired. Superintendent Jones, of the old 
Eagle mines, says the strikers had evidently 
laid in wait the greater part of the night in the 
woods, near the mines, as they were not ob- 
served until they rushed down the hill side, 
firing their revolvers and guns. The work- 
men were frightened almost to death, and ran 
for their lives. None of them were shot, but 
a number were injured in their eagerness to 
escape. Two, whose names were not learned, 
jumped over a small Ages ge and were quite 
seriously hurt. After all the miners were 
driven off, Superintendent Jones took charge, 
but he was also compelled to retreat under 
threats of bodily harm. At II o’clock all was 
reported quiet, the strikers having departed 
shortly after daylight. It is said that the 
working miners at the old Eagle pits will be 
en with arms to-day for future protec- 
on. 


THE STRIKERS IN POSSESSION. 
A later dispatch says the strikers are still in 
possession of the mine. An attack with stones 
was also made on the homes of the miners 
and the windows in about twenty-five houses 
broken. No one was injured.

LONDON, December. 2%.—Forster’s declared 
opposition to any scheme for home rule causes 
no surprise, and attracts but slight attention. 
It is disposed of by the simple remark that he, 
more than anybody living, has proved the dis- 
astrous results of the coercion policy. Michael 
Davitt, in the Pall Mall Gazette to-day, says 
that in Gladstone’s proposals is the basis for a 
scheme which will meet the wants of the Irish 
people on the one hand, while safeguarding 
the interests of the British Empire on the 
other. He says the Liberals and Tories are 
both resolved upon Something, and that halt - 
way measures have been the curse of Ireland. 
He says that the Nationalists would agree to a 
minority representation in the Irish 
Parliament, but a colonial solution 
is better than a dual parliamentary represen- 
tation. He declares that the interest of the 
empire will be amply guarded by the veto 
power of the Crown, and says it is ridiculous 
to demand further guarantees from 5,000,000 
people who are less than four hours’ sail from 
one of the most powerful empires in the 
world, Why not demand guarantees from 
Jersey and the Isle of Man. With re- 
gard to religion, he says if guaran- 
tees. are required to protect what 
NO NATIONALIST. DREAMS OF MOLESTING, 
there will not be the slightest reluctance to 
give the most ample ones. He adds: No one 
dreams, I presume, of attempting to perpetu- 
ate Irish landlordism. Its existence would be 
as impossible under the rule of an Irish par- 
liament as it is at present under the protection 
of the Imperial Parliament.’’ He refuses to 
believe that Chamberlain and the British 
democracy will take a hostile attitude and 
saysin conclusion: ‘‘The three great Irish 
problems have been religion, land and na- 
tionality. Gladstone has settled the first, has 
twice attempted to solve the second and now 
approaches the third. The result will be 
either utter failure or flnality. 


Parnell’s Home Rule Policy. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, December 23.—It became known 
this morning that the Nationalist leaders have 
been engaged in drafting proposals for a bill 
creating home rule for Ireland, for introduc- 
tion into Parliament at the proper time.Mr. Par- 
nell found that the fact had leaked out ;hence his 
letter warning his party and notifying all whom 
it might concern, that in his opinion it would 
be unwise at present to formulate the demands 
of the party, and pointing out that the policy 
of the Nationalists is to await events. 
His object is to keep the English political 
leaders in a state of perplexity as 
to the real intentions of the Nationalists, and 
withhold information likely to be of service to 
them in drafting their Irish bills. He puts his 
foot down on the intended response to Mr. 
Gladstone’s request for a statement of the 
demands of Ireland. The position he takes 
is this: ‘‘If Mr. Gladstone thinks we are going 
to furnish him with ideas heis mistaken. We 
intend to keep our pians to ourselves and let 
Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salisbury grope in the 
dark for the right solution, and when the 
muddled situation develops into 
A HELPLESS DEADLOCK 

we shall step in with our bill. Mr. Parnell pro- 
poses to show whether Mr. Gladstone settles 
the Irish question in the English Parliament or 
Lord Salisbury. It will be as instruments of 
the Nationalists. It is perfectly well known 
that the Queen approves the principle 
of home rule for Ireland, but there is no 
reason to believe that the sovereign is com- 
mitted to any ministerial scheme. The sub- 
ject will undoubtedly be mentioned in the 
Queen’s speech, Gladstone will challenge the 
government, and, if he defeats them, will take 
office and bring in his Irish bill.

A MYSTERIOUS BUNDLE.

The movement for cheap gas was givena 
very heavy shock last evening. The shock 
was administered by agentleman of the name 
of Fox. Mr. Fox was last spring elected a 
member of the House of Delegates, and by 
some inscrutable play of Providence was made 
Speaker of the house. Since then he has 
been cutting a very wide swath in municipal 
affairs and especially in gas matters. He has. 
secured a majority of the members of the 
house as a support and with the consciousness 
that he carried the House of Delegates in his 
vest pocket he has gradually made 
himself believe that he not only 
represents the Municipal Assembly, but 
the entire people of the city. The manner in 
which the cheap gas movement came to grief 
is interesting, if not instructive. As is well 
known, the bill reducing the price of gas in 
the St. Louis Company's territory from 
$250 to $1 50 passed the Council 
Monday night. The bill had deen 
perfected by the Council with the assistance of 
Mr. Tread way, ot the Water Gas Company, and 
Mr. Fox, the House of Delegates. The Coun- 
cilmen, who were desirous of having the bill 


: considered immediately by the house, began 


to take steps toward 
CALLING A HOUSE CAUCUS 
shortly after the bill had passed. Mr. Fox,the 
Speaker of the House, was asked to call the 
delegates together in order that they might be 
addressed with regard to the merits of the 
Dil. Mr. Fox did not care to do this, 
er. He said the papers had 
to charge him with run- 
the House of Delegates, and 
puld rather not call a meeting of the 
ase for fear of public criticism. Mr. Fox 
nt merely to be very coy in this, but the 
Puncilmen, not knowing him very well, took 
m at his word, and did not insist upon the 
iter. Casting about forthe next best man 
lameeting of the hqnse, they selected Mr. 
Bank of Commece, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Im- 
provements. Thisis the committee to which 
the gas matter would naturally go, and after 
some explanations Mr. Hammerstein con- 
cluded to call the committee. President Allen, 
of the Council, who waited upon Mr. 
Hammerstein said it would be better to have 
the whole house present, and finally it was 
concluded to ask all the members of the house 
to attend a meeting of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements at which 
THE NECESSITY FOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 
in the gas bill passed by the Council would be 
explained by a committee from the Council. 
Mr. Hammerstein immediately proceeded to 
act. He called upon Clerk Broadwell and had 
that official send word to as many dele- 
gatesas he could reach by telephone or 
messenger to be at the House at 5 o’clock in 
the evening. The result was that at the hour 
named abouttwenty delegates assembled in 
the Clerk’s office, curious to know what was 
about to take place. Among them 
was Mr. Fox. Mr. Fox was mad. He was red 
hot. It was all he could do to keep his wrath 
down. If somebody had jarred him the least 
little bit he would have exploded with a ter- 
rificreport. The reason of his anger was that 
somebody but himself had dared to 
call the House together. Somebody had 
been absolutely trifling with his 
House, and the fact filled him so plumb full of 
rage that it was a wonder he didn’t suffocate. 
He gathered his forces around him as they 
came in, and the result was that just when 
Chairman Hammerstein was about to call the 
meeting to order 
MR. PATRICK MONAHAN 
broke out and said that he wanted everybody 
to distinctly undersand that if there was going 
to be a meeting for the purpose of discussing 
the gas bill passed by the Council, the meeting 
would be unwarranted, as the bili could not 
be discussed until it had been regularly 
received by the House. The members 
of the House were not supposed to 
know anything about the contents of 
that bill until they had received the informa- 
tion in a regular way. No audience should be 
given those who wanted to explain the bill, 
and he moved that the committee refuse to hear 
Mr. Allen, or any other member of 
the Council, or even Mr. Tred- 
way. The delegates were scattered 
about the cler x's office at the time. The Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements had settled 
down to business in a corner of the committe 
room. This declaration of Judge Monahan 
caused a sensation. Everybody crowded about 
him and Speaker Fox, and each began to talk. 
The noise increased until in a few moments all 
the delegates were howling like madmen. 
They only ceased when 
MR. FOX’S CLARION VOICE 
was heard in a speech. Hesaid that by h—1 
this call for a meeting had been issued without 
his authority and without any consultation of 
his wisnes. He was the only one who could 
callthe house together, and he wanted that 
fact understood. He had made an attempt 
to get up a meeting of the delegates at which 
he could explain the new bill himself in his 
Own way. Nowa man without authority had 
called the meeting, and immediately they all 
gathered to hear some one else explain the bill. 
Here Mr. Fox boiled over. He lashed 
his delegates across the back without 
mercy for having turned out at another per- 
s0n’s call to listen to other men. He abused 
them like thieves,and gave them to under- 
stand distinctly that he didn’t want any such 
proceeding again. Then he went for the bill,

Of course this ended the thing and it leaves 
the people without a possibility of getting 
cheap gas by the Ist of January. Cheap gas is 
a thing that is needed immediately by every- 
body, but it is not so essential in the eyes of 
Mr. Fox as to have the question of who has a 
right to call the house together decided. 

The unanimous opinion of the proceedings 
of the House is that they constituted 

A LOW, MEAN TRICE, 
played by Mr. Fox for some purpose of his 
own. There was no reason why the house 
should not listen statements desired to be 
made by the Council, nor why it should not re- 
ceive the Council’s gas bill. The bill was 
not only backed by the Oouneil and the press 
of the city, but Mr. Tredway himself was de- 
sirous of having it passed, and there was no 
reason why the house should not have ad- 
journed until to-night, instead of 
for a week. As far as the con- 
duct of Mr. Fox is concerned, it 
needs only to be understood that he was a 
party to the framing of the bill; that he was 
present at all the meetings of the Council, sit- 
ting as a committee, when the Dill was dis- 
cussed; that he was loud - mouthed in its ad vo- 
cacy, and that he explained to 
the House last Friday night that a bill better 
than the water gas bill was being prepared by 
the Council and should be passed immediately, 
to form an idea of its inconsistency and sus- 
piciousness. 
„HE LIES MOST DAMNABLY,’’ 

said a member of the Council this morning, 
‘*when he says that this bill is a swindle and 
that Mr. Tredway is at the head of it. His 
position is a paralyzing shock tous. We sup- 
posed the man was as enthusiastic 
over the bill as we are. He assisted 
us in amending it, lent his counsel freely, and 
frequently said that it was the best thing that 
could be devised. Now he turns around and 
denounces it. Why he is either a scoundrel or 
a crazy man. I don't know what to make of 
it. Why, it’s galling to think that such a man 
as that can stand between the people of 
this city and justice. The action of Fox and 
the House is the most infamous thing I ever 
heard ot. 

Councilmen who were seen about the matter 
to-day refused to talk, saying that anything 
they might say would only increase the feeling 
of the House and give the delegates further 
reason for defeating the bill. 

The plan of the Fox gang is to adjourn from 
week to week before even receiving the St. 
Louis Company’s bill. Whatthey want is not 
the passage of the water gas bill, but the 
defeat of both measures, andthe privilege of 
coming at the gas companies again. 

SPEAKER FOX ON ‘CHANGE, 

Speaker of the House Fax came on ’Change 
to-day with a howl,awhoop and a hurrah. 
His arrival was distinguished by a 
general shaking of hands, gather - 
ing of mercantile men in 
groups around Mr. Fox’s COongressman- 
like form, anda generally heated discussion 
on gas. Mr. Fox had not been on the floor 
fifteen minutes when he had made as 
many speeches in words prolific with 
the deepest portent and indicative of 
of no ambiguous position. One speech in par- 
ticular is worthy of record. About fifteen men 
stood around Mr. Fox, who occupied the cen- 
ter of the crowd with about a two-foot space 
between him and it in which to gesticulate, 
and he held forth as follows: 
„1 tell you, gentlemen, when those 
fellows come up to the City Hall to ride rough- 
shod over the head of Ed Fox and bull-doze 
him, they don’t + car the contract they are 
undertaking. They can’t do it, gentlemen; 
they can’t do it!’’ and when Mr. Fox strode off 
to another crowd anxiously awaiting his com- 
ing somebody in the old crowd cried ‘‘Rats!’’

AT NANTICOKE. 


Horror in aSugar Refinery—One Man Chopped 
to Pieces —A Fatal Shock—Terrible Boiler 
Explosion — A Oatastrophe Averted — Cre- 
mated Alive—Hilled by the Cars—Other Cas- 
ualties. 


WILKESBARRE, PA., December B. — Work 
was commenced this morning on the new tun- 
nel to where the bodies of the men are sup- 
posed to be.

A FALSE HOPE.

The mine is full of black damp, which is an 
agency of sure death.

Ike Williams is a Bridgeport boy, about 21 
years old. He is of athietic build, however 
standing 5 feet 8% inches in his stockings and 
weighing 163 pounds. He is best known to 
New Yorkers by reason of his defeating Al 
Marx, ‘‘The Texas Cowboy,’’ at the Goss ben- 
efit in Madison Square Garden last spring. He 
wore dark lue trunks 
stripped abovethe waist. Paddy McCausland, 
alias ‘‘Young English, and Fred Shreiber, 
of Bridgeport, were his seconds. E. E. Ed- 
wards was referee and Frank Moran was time- 
keeper. When the men were ordered to shake 
hands, it was seen that their hand coverings 
were just large enough to be called gloves.

Neither man appeared 
anxious to make the attack, and the 
fight promised to be a long one, 
contested with cunning and desperation.
